Campaign 
launched 
to keep a 
‘life-saver’ 

A CAMPAIGN to save 
Dudley’s threatened Benefits 
Shop has been launched by 
people who use it. They say it 
provides a “life-saving” free 
service. 

The dedicated one-stop service, 
based in the former court build¬ 
ing in Priory Street, provides free 
advice on how to apply for bene¬ 
fits and which benefits people are 
entitled to, as well as help in 
appealing any decisions from the 
Department for Work and Pen¬ 
sions. 

But it may be forced to close to 
save the cash-strapped council 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
a year. 

Bernadette Elwell, aged 64, is 
blind and first went to the shop 
10 years ago to get help in apply¬ 
ing for benefits, after being 
turned away by other services. 

Discussions 

She has launched the cam¬ 
paign in a bid to save the service 
she says was “vital” in making 
her life comfortable. 

“They help thousands of people 
like me and worse off than me,” 
said Miss Elwell, of Green Street, 
Stourbridge. 

She has written to Stourbridge 
MP Margot James, as well as 
charity UK Deaf-Blind and the 
Pocklington Trust in Stourbridge 
to try to rally support. 

Councillor David Blood, 
cabinet member for finance, con¬ 
firmed the Benefits Shop would 
lose £150,000 in the coming 
financial year. But he added the 
authority was considering 
ploughing £100,000 a year into 
redesignating the service to be 
provided by Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau, Dudley Council Plus, or 
other suitable organisations. Dis¬ 
cussions regarding the service 
will be ongoing, he added.

JOBS HOPE ON 
TOURIST SITES 


A LMOST 200 jobs will be created at 
Dudley Zoo, the Black Country 
Museum and Dudley Canal Trust 
under a planned investment worth £46.5 
million. 

The tourist attractions are jointly bidding for cash as 
part of a Transforming Dudley vision, which will see the 
attractions revitalised to boost their visitor numbers. 

The project has asked for 
£2m from the government 
with the rest of its proposed 
£46.5m investment coming 
from private sources and 
Europe. It is one of four cash 
bids in the Black Country. 

The Black Country Reinvest¬ 
ment Society is asking for £8m 
to help create 880 jobs and safe¬ 
guard 4,968 more by providing 
loans to businesses, the West 
Bromwich Building Society 
wants £5m to move to a new HQ 
while the former James Bridge 
copperworks also wants a £5m 
grant to redevelop in Darlaston. 

The Transforming Dudley 
project will see Dudley Zoo, 
Dudley Canal Trust and the 
Black Country Living Museum 
create joint visitor and arrival 
facilities and revitalise their 
attractions. 

Safeguarded 

The Black Country Consor¬ 
tium, which works on behalf of 
the councils estimates that 20 
jobs will be safeguarded at the 
three organisations and 193 will 
be created. 

A further 90 jobs will be 
created in the surrounding 
areas. 

The bids for funding from the 
Government’s Regional Growth 
Fund are being supported by the 
new Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership. 

The LEP is meant to replace 
the £300m a year quango 
Advantage West Midlands 
which is being scrapped in 2012. 

Sarah Middleton, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Black Country Con¬ 
sortium, added: “If these 
projects are approved for 
funding they will have a real 
positive impact on our commu¬ 
nity.” 


Supporters’ 
trust helps 
with repairs 
at stadium 


URGENT repairs and main¬ 
tenance work at the home of 
Halesowen Town football 
club will be carried out by 
supporters under new plans. 

Improvements to The Grove 
stadium are crucial to bringing 
more football fans through the 
turnstiles to boost coffers, club 
management said. 

It was decided at a trust board 
meeting last week that support¬ 
ers group, The Yeltz Trust, will 
help with running the non¬ 
league outfit. A group met at the 
ground on Sunday to establish 
how much work needs to be done. 

Active 

Trust chairman Gary Willetts 
said: “We need to bring in a 
system, for the time being at 
least, to make sure we continue 
the upkeep of the ground. 

“The trust is willing to get 
involved in helping out because, 
after all, it is for the benefit of the 
club.” 

Mr Willetts says talks with 
general manager Shaun Cun- 
nington have been positive 
regarding the possibility of the 
trust taking a more active role in 
the running of the club. 

He said general maintenance, 
such as weeding, tidying up and 
painting, would be a priority. “We 
just need to get the ball rolling,” 
he said.

The news comes as 
the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association - 
the lobbying organi¬ 
sation which repre¬ 
sents more than 350 
councils - warned 
that councils in 
England will struggle 
to repair potholes 
caused by the extreme 
winter weather 
because of a £165 
million shortfall in 
funding. 

Dudley council has 
set up a £lmillion 
contingency fund to 
help cover the cost of 
gritting and repairing 
damage caused by the 
severe cold snap. 

So far, the extra 
£350,000 expense has 
been met by “careful 
control” of the envi¬ 
ronmental manage¬ 
ment budget. 

But a report to the 
council reveals that 
further cold weather 
could cost an extra 
£400,000, and warns 
its bank balance will 
not be able to absorb 
the impact. 

The report states: 
“This could be the 
most challenging 
winter maintenance 
period for over 100 
years.” 


Museum’s trams may not run until Easter 


BLACK Country Living Museum trams 
and trolleybuses may be out of action until 
Easter as repair work is done, it has 
emerged. 

They have stopped running after thieves 
stole a section of overhead electrical wiring 
at the Tipton Road site. Bosses said experts 


were still assessing the extent of damage to 
cables and connectors but hoped to be fully 
operational for Easter. 

The cost of work is not yet known. The 
museum said, due to the historic nature of 
the tramway, it was hard to predict how 
long restoration would take, as it would 


require specialist work. Spokeswoman 
Fiona Carding said: “We are working hard 
to reinstate the tram and would hope it 
would become fully operational in time for 
Easter.” 

A vintage coach service is now being used 
to transport visitors around the site.

A NEW £6.5 million sixth form 
centre near Halesowen town 
centre has been opened to its 
first 125 students. 

The centre at Windsor High 
School, Richmond Street, 
includes science laboratories 
and a gym. 

It was opened by Baroness 
Sue Campbell, chairman of 
Sports UK and former head of 
the Youth Sports Trust. It 
makes the school one of the few 
in Dudley to offer a sixth form 
in addition to a high school. 

About 300 staff, students 
and VIPs saw Lady Campbell 
unveil a plaque and board 
listing founding members. 

Chairman of governors Dr 
Colin White said: “Sue Camp¬ 
bell gave an excellent speech 
and we were all delighted with 


the day. I know the students 
found her words inspirational 
and we look forward to contin¬ 
uing to create excellence in our 
sixth form.” 

Headteacher Keith Sorrell 
said he was delighted that the 
centre had been declared open 
the centre open, and in partic¬ 
ular that Lady Campbell had 
accepted the invitation to 
attend. 

Original 

“We have worked closely 
with the Youth Sports Trust for 
many years and there is no 
doubt that gaining sports 
college status in 2002 was the 
catalyst that led to the years of 
achievement since,” he added. 

The new sixth form centre 
building is on the site of an old 


basketball court and waste¬ 
land at the back of the main 
school. 

It also has a sports hall 
which has been made available 
for community use. 

The building caters for up to 
300 students, around 75 per 
cent of whom will come from 
Windsor High School, with 
other high schools also feeding 
in. 

The opening on January 14 
marks the end of the project, 
which was dogged by contro¬ 
versy since its inception. 

Dudley councillors rejected 
the high school’s original bid 
after cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation, Councillor Liz Walker, 
said there were not enough 
pupils to justify a sixth form 
centre.

THE Black Country craftsman who built the 
legendary TV canal boat Ragdoll, the star of 
the popular children’s TV show Rosie and Jim, 
has died at the age of 75. 

David Baugh, owner and manager of manu¬ 
facturers Black Country Narrowboats, had 
suffered from Parkinson’s Disease and cancer. 

The funeral is at Stourbridge Crematorium 
this Friday, January 28, at 2.10pm and the 
family has requested donations to the Parkin¬ 
son’s Disease Society instead of flowers. 

His partner Carol Hutchings, aged 67, said: 
“David was a wonderful man. He was very 
kind, and generous, and always willing to help 
anyone who needed it. 

“He was a fantastic boat builder. Boats were 
his life and we were one of the leading boat 
builders in the country.” 

Walsall-born Mr Baugh lived with Miss 
Hutchings in Prestwood Drive, Stourton, near 
Stourbridge. He leaves a son, 48-year-old 
Jeremy Faulkner-Court.

Councillor Anne Mill- 
ward, Conservative leader 
of Dudley Council, said: 
“This is something we are 
committed to and we have 
been looking at introducing 
a discount for armed forces 
personnel for some time 
now. 

“This move follows our 
recent Tickets for Troops 
initiative, which offered 
complimentary tickets to 
shows at borough venues.” 

In October last year, 
Dudley Council signed up to 
Tickets for Troops, a 
national scheme which 
offers free tickets to armed 
forces personnel who have 
served in Afghanistan. 


Plans axed 
for new link 
to ring road 


LONG-standing plans for a link road 
bypassing a stretch of Stourbridge’s 
busy ring road have been scrapped 
after more than a decade. 

The road would have directly connected 
Vauxhall Road and Hagley Road, providing 
access to a Tesco supermarket once planned 
for the nearby Angel Triangle site. Develop¬ 
ment of the store has been abandoned in 
favour of opening a supermarket as part of 
a series of improvements planned for the 
town’s Crown Centre 

Dudley Council has now finally ended 
any chance of the link road being built by 


modifying an improvement line protecting 
the area from other development. The 
authority decided to lift the restriction to 
allow future developments in Vauxhall 
Road - and because the link road scheme 
was now unlikely to go ahead. 

The road would have cut through the 
existing bus station and the depot moved to 
another part of the town under the original 
plans. 

Multi-million-pound improvement works 
are now taking place at the bus station in 
Foster Street East. 

Cabinet member Councillor Angus 
Adams said: “We kept this line in place as a 
back-up in case this scheme 
was ever needed in the 
future. 

“However, with the 
improvements to the bus 
station under way and Tesco 
not being built there any 
more, this road would never 
be built. 

“The protecting line 
would have disrupted future 
improvements planned in 
that area which is why we 
decided it was time to 
modify it. 

Promoted 

“In this way any develop¬ 
ments along Vauxhall Road 
will now be unhampered. 

“It is unlikely any devel¬ 
opments on the scale of a 
link road would be put 
forward in this area would 
be promoted again in the 
future because of the bus 
station development.” 

Councillor Adams said 
the improvement line had 
been put in place at part of a 
regeneration scheme for the 
town in 2000.

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Thug, 32 , 
wounded 
old lady 
in attack

A THUG knocked an 85- 
year-old woman to the 
ground and left her with a 
broken nose when she 
commented on his 
“stupid” attack on a 
phone box in the Black 
Country. 

The victim saw Mustafa 
Shafi, aged 32, shouting and 
being aggressive inside the 
call box as he banged the 
receiver on the glass, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

As the woman walked 
past, she said to her elderly 
male companion: “What a 
stupid thing to do.” 

Shafi then “flew” out of the 
phone box, in Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, and screamed 
and shouted at his victim, 
asking: “Did you call me 
stupid?,” the court heard. 

Miss Kate Thomas, prose¬ 
cuting, said the victim was 
“extremely scared” and 
Shafi then used his full body 
force to knock her to the 
ground, causing her to strike 
an open shop door. 

Shafi also tried to punch 
the victim’s companion, but 
he dodged the attack. 

Strength 

A barber working in a shop 
rushed out to help and 
described Shafi, of Swan 
Street, Netherton, as being 
“irate and with his fists 
clenched”. As well as the 
injury to her nose, the victim 
was left with two black eyes 
and a gash to her head. 

She needed treatment at 
Birmingham’s Heartlands 
Hopsital after the attack, 
which happened at around 
2.30pm on June 19 last year. 

Shafi admitted wounding 
and told police in interview 
that the victim had “invaded 
his space”. 

In a statement read to the 
court, the victim said: “Phys¬ 
ically, I’m not the same, nor 
will I be. I’ve lost the 
strength in my left hand and 
I can’t pick up a saucepan or 
washbasket.” 

Judge Martin Walsh gave 
bail to Shafi, who is schizo¬ 
phrenic, while his mental 
state is assessed ahead of 
sentencing on February 7. 

But the judge warned: “All 
sentencing options are open 
to the court.” 


Steam attraction figures dip 


VISITOR numbers plummeted by 
23,000 at the region’s heritage 
Severn Valley Railway over the 
past year as the economic climate 
and a freezing winter took their 
toll. 

Figures released last week reveal the 
steam line carried 225,570 passengers 
during compared to a near record-break¬ 
ing 248, 570 rail users in 2009. 

Bosses were expecting an end-of- 
season boost during December, which is 
traditionally the busiest month of the 
year due to the attraction’s Santa-themed 
trains. 

But these hopes were derailed after the 
Arctic weather struck forcing the cancel¬ 
lation of a number of trains. 


A points failure at Kidderminster 
station on Christmas Eve also caused six 
of the day’s scheduled 11 trains to be can¬ 
celled. SVR general manager Nick Ralls 
said the drop was disappointing and the 
attraction would be working hard in 2011 
to raise visitor numbers. 

“The reality of a recession always 
comes some time after the fact,” he said. 

Specials 

“In 2009 so many businesses were 
saying ‘What recession?’ but unfortu¬ 
nately the effects always catch up later 
and that is what we are seeing here. 

“We have to take it on the chin and draw 
encouragement from the fact the leisure 
and tourism market is now starting to 
edge back towards stability. 

“The severe winter did not help as some 


trains had to be cancelled.” Mr Ralls said 
the attraction, which runs on a 16-mile 
track between Kidderminster and Bridg¬ 
north, was planning a series of specials 
during the year including a Swinging 60s 
event in May. 

And he said successes such as allowing 
youngsters to travel for £1 during the 
summer holidays, which attracted 40,000 
people in August, is expected to be 
repeated. 

Major £500,000 engineering works are 
being done at the railway with new 
drainage being laid at Arley station and 
work to the railway bridge at Bewdley 
station. 

The attraction will partially reopen on 
February 12 operating weekends and 
during the school holidays. Reopening of 
the whole length of the line is scheduled 


for March. Special events planned on the 
railway this year include a classic trans¬ 
port day at Highley on February 19, a 
series of scenic evening rail cruises with 
optional fish and chip suppers through¬ 
out the spring and summer, a Sounds of 
the Sixties event with tribute bands from 
May 20-22, 1940s weekends in June and 
July and a Great Train Dance on July 27. 

Displays 

On July 23 and 24 the popular annual 
‘Severn Valley in Bloom’ event will show¬ 
case floral displays at stations and on 
August 27,28 and 29 the seaside comes to 
the Midlands for a “seaside special” fea¬ 
turing traditional attractions such as 
Punch and Judy, candy floss and chil¬ 
dren’s rides.

Families are told to

For every child entitled 
to school meals, Sandwell 
schools will be given £430 
under a scheme known as 
“pupil premium”. Head¬ 
teachers are being encour¬ 
aged to spend it on 
reducing class sizes or on 
more one-to-one tuition.

Parents fume as head 
pushes academy plan 


A HALESOWEN school faces a protest over its bid to go it alone as an independ¬ 
ent academy, and a petition has been handed is calling for parents and other 
townsfolk to be given more say in the decision. 

Windsor High School’s headteacher insists that the governors have carried out a “sub¬ 
stantial process of consultation” since announcing the proposal last September to become 
an academy free from Dudley Council control from April 1. 

Teachers’ unions collected 150 names on a petition in Halesowen town centre calling on 
the governors to hold a “full and proper” consultation. They say few people knew of the 
plan until last week. 

Parent Tony Barnsley, of 
Cherry Tree Lane, said: “I 
am alarmed that we have 
not been able to listen or 
take part in a discussion 
over the future of our child’s 
school.” 

In September, the school 
newsletter and website said 
it was considering academy 
status, bringing £472,000 
extra funding a year. 

Head Keith Sorrell said: 

“We had a substantial 
process of consultation with 
parents and the community 
throughout last term. 

“We gave a deadline for 
responses in October, but we 
had none. We have more 
than exceeded what we were 
required to do. 

‘We would continue to 
offer the same quality of 
education, but would have 
access to extra funding.” 

Martin Lynch, of the 
NUT, said although the 
current head and governors 
may be committed to 
running the school for local 
pupils, there was nothing 
binding on their successors.

Shock for ICT 
team schools 
as £30m axed 


A SCHOOL project in 
Dudley costing millions is 
under threat after the Gov¬ 
ernment pulled the plug on 
local authority projects 
financed by the private 
sector. 

Dudley Council chose RM 
Education as its preferred 
bidder for a £30 million con¬ 
tract to provide and manage 
ICT services for up to 120 
primary, secondary and 
special schools and pupil 
referral units. 

The 10-year contract is 
worth around £3 million a 
year, to be funded by the 
schools. 

Private Finance Initia¬ 
tive credits worth £10m 
were earmarked to pay for a 
third of the scheme by the

But the council has now 
been told it can no longer 
draw in the private sector 
cash earmarked for the 
project. 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James told the Commons 
last week: “This amounts to 
a sudden cut in funding - 
£10 million over the next 
decade — for an important 
information and communi¬ 
cations technology prog¬ 
ramme” 

Dudley’s cabinet member 
for children’s services, 
Councillor Liz Walker, said 
she was seeking clarifica¬ 
tion from the Government.

Hospital introduces 
red line restrictions 


RED lines have been painted round the 
car parks at Dudley’s main hospital to 
show staff where they can and cannot 
leave their cars as part of controversial 
new parking arrangements. 

Workers at Russells Hall Hospital who are 
caught flouting the rules by parking on a red 
line will be fined £15. Hospital bosses said 
the move would prevent staff from being 
blocked in by other drivers and improve 
access routes to the car parks. 

Workers would be fined as a last resort, 
they said. It comes after plans to introduce a 
parking permit scheme were thrown into 
chaos because of a dispute over who was 
allowed a space. 

Companies running some hospital serv¬ 
ices have now refused to apply new parking 


restrictions to their workers. Everyone has 
now been granted temporary access to the 
staff car parks on a first-come-first-served 
basis.. 

But one worker, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “I understand the hospital is 
under pressure to reduce the number of 
people driving to work but they should be 
working with the staff, not against them. 

“Painting these red lines is just going to 
upset them even more.” Unison representa¬ 
tive Tracy Wood said a review of the car 
parking arrangements was needed. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “We 
have taken steps to ensure that staff are no 
longer inconvenienced by being blocked in 
their spaces by other car park users and also 
to make sure there is clear access around the 
car parks.” 



A MOTHER has been 
awarded an £8 million 
damages payout from 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust 
after her daughter was left 
severely disabled by a cock¬ 
tail of hospital superbugs. 

Baby Ayesha Canning- 
Kishver was so tiny - weigh¬ 
ing just lib 12oz - when she 
was born prematurely at 25 
weeks that it was a “miracle” 
she lived, a top judge said. 

Despite being so prema¬ 
ture, Ayesha was healthy 
when she was delivered and 
doing well, Mr Justice But¬ 
terfield, sitting at London’s 
High Court, said. 

However, Ayesha picked 
up a double infection of 
staphylococcos epidermidis 
and klebsiella organisms 
while being cared for in the 
neonatal intensive care unit 
at Birmingham City Hospi¬ 
tal in July 1997. 

Damage 

Mr Simeon Maskrey QC, 
for the family, said that neg¬ 
ligence led to delay in the 
infections being treated. As a 
result, Ayesha’s condition 
became “almost terminal”. 
She suffered brain damage 
and Mr Maskrey said she 
would need care for the rest 
of her life. 

Ayesha’s mother, Shahana 
Kishver, 54, of Coventry, 
brought the claim against 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
the managers of the hospi¬ 
tal. 

The trust denied negli¬ 
gence of their staff had led to 
the infections causing brain 
damage but were found to be 
liable after a High Court 
trial in 2008. Recently, 13 
years after Ayesha’s birth, 
the trust agreed to pay the 
family £8m damages. 


Farmers’ market folds 
as town support wanes 


A FARMERS’ market in the Black 
Country has folded after more 
than seven years because of dwin¬ 
dling stall numbers and concerns 
over its site. 

Sketts & Co, which has run the market in 
Stourbridge since 2009, confirmed the 
monthly event was no longer “commercially 
viable”. 

The number of stalls has fallen from 
more than 80 when it was first launched to 
just eight in recent months. The falling 
numbers of traders over the past year has 
been given as the main reason to close the 


site. But the organisers also blamed the 
market’s location in Coventry Street as a 
contributing problem saying the street was 
not busy enough to boost trade. 

Dudley Council said it was “very sad” the 
market had folded and was eager to hear 
from other groups willing to take it over. 

The market was operated for six years by 
LSD Promotions before being taken over by 
Sketts & Co. 

Originally it also spread down Market 
Street and Lower High Street and at its 
height had more than 80 stalls. 

LSD bosses pulled out claiming the 
market could not expand in the location and 
uncertainty over what 
would happen when the 
nearby Crown Centre was 
redeveloped. 

When the market was 
relaunched by Sketts it had 
around 25 stalls. This fell to 
just eight at the end of last 
year. 

Manager Russell Dean 
said: “The number of stalls 
has dropped off in an incred¬ 
ibly short space of time and 
we had to make a decision 
on whether to run it for 
another year. 

“Part of the problem was 
the location. Coventry 
Street is not part of the town 
centre with a high footfall 
and this would obviously 
have been of benefit.” 

Mr Dean said they would 
consider returning to Stour¬ 
bridge in the future - but 
only if the council could offer 
a better location. 

Go-ahead for

Big uptake by

A LIFELINE transport service used 
by thousands of West Midlands pen¬ 
sioners is facing a £900,000 budget 
black hole. 

Elderly and disabled people may be 
charged to use the Ring and Ride service 
in future, or the number of trips it runs 
may be cut to try to plug the funding gap. 

Taxpayers paid£12million to help keep 
the service on the road this year. 

However, the seven West Midlands 
councils that fund the service have had to 
cut back on the amount they pay to run it 
while costs such as fuel have soared. 

Ring and Ride was launched in 1983 
and operates around two million trips a 
year in the region. 

Passengers book their journey over the 
phone, giving details of where they want 
to be picked up and taken to, and the time 
they want to travel. 

Bosses at West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport, the charity which oper¬ 
ates Ring and Ride, and the transport 
authority Centro, which funds the 
service with money provided by the coun¬ 
cils, are now appealing to passengers to 
help decide how to make those savings. 

Important 

More than 30,000 users are being sent 
a questionnaire asking them to vote for 
one of two options. 

The first is to make an eight per cent 
reduction in the number of services being 
run, which could see the withdrawal of 
some services in the evenings or other 
times of the day. 

The alternative is to introduce charges 
in the form of either an annual member¬ 
ship fee of £36, the equivalent of 69p a 
week, or a single trip fare of 60p. 

The service is currently free for those 
with a senior citizen’s or disabled 
person’s pass. 

Centro’s chief executive Geoff Inskip, 
said: “It plays an extremely important 
role in our region’s public transport 
system which is why we have given the 
charity more than £12m this year. 

“Unfortunately, there is a pressing 
need for the seven West Midland councils 
to reduce expenditure in this period of 
severe financial constraint.”

THE new organisation to 
have responsibility for 
local NHS services in the 
Wyre Forest has been 
granted pathfinder 
status by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

The Wyre Forest GP 
Commissioning Consor¬ 
tium (WF GPCC) is part 
of the national pathfind¬ 
ers programme, meaning 
that it will test local 
arrangements before 
their formal introduction 
across England in 2013. 

WF GPCC is one of the 
three new Worcester¬ 
shire-based GP commis¬ 
sioning consortia which 
plan to take over from 
NHS Worcestershire by 
2013. The pathfinders 
will manage their local 
budgets and purchase 
services directly. 

Dr Simon Gates, 
Chairman of the WF

Two robbers drag 
driver from van 


TWO MEN tried to rob a delivery 
driver after dragging him out of 
his van in Kidderminster. 

But he escaped by knocking one of 
the robbers out of the way and driving 
off. Now police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and information after the inci¬ 
dent in Trinity Fields, off the 
Birmingham Road in Kidderminster, 
at about 3.45pm on January 17. 

The store delivery driver, who is in 
his 20s, had pulled over at the side of 
the road when the robbers dragged him 
out of the van and demanded money. 

After being told there was none, one 
of the men then went to check what 
was in the back of the van. 

The delivery man pushed the other 
one out of the way before jumping back 
into the van, which still had the engine 
running, and driving off. He was not 
hurt and nothing was stolen. 


One of the offenders was black, aged 
about 25, six feet tall with stubble on 
his chin. He wore a brown knitted cap 
with a peak, navy coloured waist- 
length raincoat and dark trousers. 

The other was white, around the 
same age and height, and had a thin 
face and thin build. He had very short 
cropped hair which was dark and 
gelled, and bushy eyebrows. He was 
wearing a green camouflage jacket and 
light blue, straight-legged jeans.

DRIVERS involved in crashes on the 
roads of the West Midlands are 
increasingly found to be over the 
drink-drive limit, police have warned.

Nationally, more than 200 drunk 
and drugged drivers were caught 
every day by police during the festive 
period campaign. 

Officers in England and Wales 
arrested more than 6,600 drivers 
during the month-long initiative, the 
Association of Chief Police Officers 
(Acpo) said.

Firm to clean up 
after expansion 


LYE company Scot Young 
Research has moved to new 
premises to expand the busi¬ 
ness, after securing a £1.5 
million funding package. 

The origins of the company go 
back to 1954 when entrepreneur 
Scot Young emigrated from the 
UK to Canada and started a 
window cleaning business in 
Toronto, then an internal build¬ 
ing cleaning company.

Now, with financial 
support from NatWest Business 
and Commercial Banking, it has 
expanded into newly-renovated 
premises on Dudley Road. 

The purchase has seen SYR 
expand its production and assem¬ 
bly facility. 

Company secretary Dave Deo 
said: “At SYR we pride ourselves 
on inventing, innovating, manu¬ 
facturing and assembling clean¬ 
ing equipment and materials.” 

Excited 

He added: “This dedication has 
meant we have grown our cus¬ 
tomer base even during these 
challenging times, and have 
needed to find a bigger work 
space. 

“We are very excited about the 
expansion into new premises and 
for the business benefits it will 


bring for both us and our cus¬ 
tomers. 

The move brought new life to a 
Black Country factory, the site 
had been occupied by Bronx Man¬ 
ufacturing. 

The building went on the 
market for £1.4 million in 2009 
after the collapse of the firm after 
nearly 70 years at the Lye site. 

About 30 workers at Bronx, 
which produced large machinery, 
were made redundant. 

When the sale deal was first 
sealed, SYR chairman and owner 
Scot Young, aged 74, said he was 
“thrilled”the company had signed 
the papers and now owned the 
factory. 

“This is a huge step forward for 
the local economy,” he said at the 
time. “We are a company which is 
getting stronger and stronger 
and this move is a result of that. 
We need a bigger site.”

ABOUT 20 householders 
turned out to see a Govern¬ 
ment planning inspector 
carry out a final site visit 
before a decision is made on 
proposals to build 39 houses 
on green space in Hagley. 

A decision on the scheme had 
been expected last week but was 
delayed to allow one last visit. 

Planning inspector Ruth 
Mackenzie was joined by repre¬ 
sentatives from developers Kite 
and Billingham to look around 
the site last Wednesday. 

Residents stood around the 
entrance of the land between 
Brook Crescent and Western 
Road when she arrived. 

Paul Thatcher, aged 57, of 
Brook Crescent, said villagers 
went along because they 
wanted to make an impact 
ahead of the verdict. 

Demolished 

He said: “We are all opposed 
to these plans because they are 
completely wrong for the area 
and we want to make that 
clear.” 

Residents told her that the 
local infrastructure would not 
be able to cope with the extra 
houses, and said there would be 
increased traffic and doctors’ 
surgeries would be over-sub¬ 
scribed. 

But Ms Mackenzie said she 
could not discuss any planning 
issues with them as she could 
only take into account written 
responses. 

An appeal has been submit¬ 
ted by developers after original 
plans were rejected by Broms- 
grove District Council. 

Of the homes on the site, 16 
would be two-bedroom and 23 
four-bedroom. 

A house in Brook Crescent, 
which had been bought by 
developers Billingham and 
Kite, would be demolished as 
part of the plans. 


Replica 
anchor’s 
future is 
settled 


PLANS are under way 
to take a replica of the 
Titanic anchor back to 
the town where the 
original was made 
after residents 

demanded it be 
returned. 

Confusion surrounded 
the future of the anchor 
when council chiefs gave 
conflicting messages over 
plans to move it to 
Netherton. 

The 18ft-long anchor is 
currently on display at 
the Black Country Living 
Museum in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, after it was 
paraded through Nether¬ 
ton last year. 

Residents of Nether¬ 
ton, home to the factory 
where the original anchor 
was built, have been 
calling for the replica to 
be returned there ever 
since. 

Last month. Deputy 
Dudley Council Leader 
Councillor Les Jones 
sparked outrage by sug¬ 
gesting it might be better 
for tourism if it was left at 
the museum. 

But now it has been 
revealed that plans are 
being made to set up a 
permanent home for it in 
Netherton. 

Dudley Council 

spokesman Chris Howes 
said: “We are currently 
working up proposals to 
bring the replica Titanic 
anchor back to Nether¬ 
ton.” 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
ward councillor for 
Netherton, said: “This is 
positive but things could 
easily change again, and 
if there is any doubt it 
won’t be returned we will 
be campaigning.”

THIS year is clearly going to be a critical one for 
the economy. Growth is in the balance, unemploy¬ 
ment is going back up, and jobs, businesses and 
homes are again under threat. 

We’ve been here before. Three years ago we faced the melt¬ 
down of the world’s banking system, and the worst recession 
in a century. In the ’80s and early ’90s, we lived in constant 
fear of the next economic storm. 

What matters most when times are hard is whether the gov¬ 
ernment is trying to shield you from the storm, or leaving you 
to fend for yourself. Economic growth stalled in the final three 
months of last year as the Conservative government’s cuts 
turned a swift recovery into a sluggish one. 

The Government . _ . . 

happened alter the 
General Election. 

It started rising in 
July and now stands at 
264,000 - higher than 
this time last year and 
up 40,000 from when 
David Cameron came to 
power. The national 
picture is similar. 

Vacancies 



inherited an economy 
that was strengthening, 
with growth of 1.1 per 
cent in the second 
quarter — thanks to deci¬ 
sions we took to support 
jobs and get the economy 
moving, like the cut in 
VAT, the car scrappage 
scheme, new school 
building programmes 
and investment in new 
housing. 

It also meant last 
year’s deficit came in £20 
billion lower than previ¬ 
ously forecast. 

Now we are seeing the 
first signs of what the 
Conservative-led gov¬ 
ernment’s decisions are 
having on the economy. 

The fact is cuts which 
go too far and too fast will 
damage our economy. 
And shrinking growth 
and rising unemploy¬ 
ment is not only bad 
news for families, but 
will actually make it 
more difficult to get the 
deficit down. 

Unemployment in the 
West Midlands fell at the 
start of the year by 
19,000. But guess what 


Unemployment 
stands at 2.5 million. 
Earlier in the year, 
unemployment had 
been falling, but the 
figures published last 
week showed a rise of 
49,000. 

There are five unem¬ 
ployed people for every 
job vacancy that’s adver¬ 
tised. And whilst the 
number of vacancies has 
risen slightly in recent 
months, it only takes the 
numbers back to the 
level they were at the 
time of the election. 

The number of unem¬ 
ployed young people 
looking for work is at its 
highest since the figures 
were first collected 
almost twenty years 


ago. I’m afraid there is 
not much encouraging 
news about the number 
of jobs being created 
either. 

The government’s 
dangerous cuts are 
beginning to bite with 
public sector employ¬ 
ment falling by 33,000 
but there was no boost in 
private sector employ¬ 
ment to make up for it. 

And whilst the 
number of redundancies 
started falling in Febru¬ 
ary, they jumped by 
14,000 to 157,000 
towards the end of last 
year. 

On top of all that fam¬ 
ilies are feeling the 
pinch with average pay 
up 2.1 per cent while 
retail prices index infla¬ 
tion is up at 4.8 per cent. 

And it will really hit 
home when teachers, 
nurses, police officers, 
firefighters and other 
public sector workers 
are hit with a pay freeze 
and millions of middle- 
income households lose 
child benefit and tax 
credits. It’s no wonder

people are not hitting 
the shops. 

December had the 
worst figures for retail 
sales since 1998 - worse 
even than during the 
recession and that was 
before they increased 
VAT at the start of the 
year. 

All this - before April 
when the cuts really 
kick in. 

Bonuses 

None of this will 
worry the super-rich 
multi-millionaires like 
David Cameron and 
George Osborne now 
running the country, but 
it’s a disaster for hard¬ 
working low and middle 
income families in a 
place like Dudley. 

All in it together? Who 
are they trying to kid? 

They’re allowing 
bankers to walk away 
with multi-million- 
pound bonuses whilst 
youth unemployment 
goes up and hitting ordi¬ 
nary families with a VAT

Henry playing on the stage of 
his life to weave a bit of magic 


Dudley-grown 
comic Lenny 
Henry is hitting 
the road for a 
stand-up tour - 
Cradle To 
Rave - a 
journey that’s 
guaranteed to 
strike a chord 
with local 
music-lovers 



DETERMINED to put the magic back 
into his life, comic Lenny Henry per¬ 
formed a new trick for the New Year — 
he began his new Saturday night 
show The Magicians - an experience 
which drew an illusory line under a 
tough time. 

“My sister-in-law died, my brother-in- 
law died, my mum passed away, my niece 
died and my nephew died. Plus my mar¬ 
riage ended,” the Dudley-born comic says 
frankly. 

The 52-year-old comedian, whose 
divorce from Dawn French was finalised in 
October, says that during those years he 
threw himself into work - and studying. 

He achieved an MA in screenwriting 
from Royal Holloway last summer, is now 
starting a PhD and has been commissioned 
to write a film about basketball. 

He’s also in talks to tread the boards 
again after his acclaimed turn as Othello in 
2009, is presenting the new BBC One show 
The Magicians and is about to start his 
first stand-up tour for three years, Lenny 
Henry: Cradle To Rave - which stops off in 
his home town of Dudley on February 2. 

So when does he have time to sleep? 

Reservations 

“That’s what my wife said! It’s very 
tough, but my daughter understands and 
my wife has been very supportive,” he says, 
referring to his marriage in the present 
tense, although the couple are no longer 
together. 

“All these things are about applied 
time - using time to get better at it,” he 
adds. 

Henry admits he had reservations about 
taking on the role of host of The Magicians, 
mainly because he’s about to embark on his 
stand-up tour. 

“I went to meet the producer prepared 
not to do this show because I’m going on a 
67-date tour. 

“But I was sitting in this lunch meeting 
and by dessert, I was like, ‘I think I’m doing 
a magic show’.” 

Filming in front of a 500-strong audi¬ 
ence on a specially constructed stage at 
Pinewood Studios appealed to the little boy 
inside Henry, who was “far too lazy and 
poor” to buy magic books as a child. 

“I can’t believe how much I like magic - 
it’s embarrassing. Paul Daniels does this 


elephant vanishing trick you can see on 
Youtube, it’s phenomenal!” 

As a young comic, Henry had the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with the infamous magician 
for two weeks: “He wasn’t the slightly naff 
Paul Daniels you know now, he was a really 
hip comedian - comedian first, magician 
second, but a brilliant magician. He had 
great funny lines for the audience and was 
very skilful.” 

Magic is so much a part of Henry’s life 
that he almost used it as the theme for his 
new stand-up show, but it lost out narrowly 
to music. 

Called Cradle To Rave, the show, which 
starts touring this month, charts his rela¬ 
tionship to music and the impact it’s had on 
him. 

“Music has consumed me throughout my 
life,” he says, earnestly, admitting to 
having 28 days’ worth of music on his iPod. 

“It’s been there at every juncture, from 
going to the Priory for a week — the 
canteen’s like Stars In Their Eyes — to my 
mum dying and my parents never singing 
lullabies to me when I was a kid, mainly 


because my dad was really miserable. The 
crux of the show is that I was always too 
busy ‘playing’ to learn the piano or magic 
tricks. 

“I was a child of the Sixties and Seven¬ 
ties and it’s amazing how good those 
decades were for music,” he adds. 

“We had the Beatles and the Stones. 
What have we got now? Tinchy Stryder. I 
like him, but he’s no Otis Redding.” 

To make amends for his errant child¬ 
hood, Henry has been learning to play the 
piano for the past decade. 

Voice 

“I started on the same day as my daugh¬ 
ter when I was 40 and she was seven. She 
wouldn’t sit at the piano, she wouldn’t talk 
to the teacher, she would lie on the floor 
and do anything but play the piano. 

“But now she can play anything, she’s 
got a beautiful voice and I’m still going, ‘Is 
that an F? That’s a flat’.” 

Lenny Henry: Cradle To Rave comes to 
Dudley Concert Hall on February 2 and 
Wolverhampton Civic on March 10.

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Keep gardening diary 
of success and failure 



French beans Sultana proved popular with family and friends 


A NEW year brings new beginnings 
in all our lives and especially in our 
gardens. 

It’s time to take stock of last year to see 
what went well and learn what we can do 
better this season. 

I’m full of optimism for 2011, writes 
John Clowes. The positive uplift that gar¬ 
dening provides, together with the benefit 
of regular exercise, will see me investing 
more time in the garden and on the allot¬ 
ment. 

Hopefully all families will be doing the 
same - especially if there are children to 
teach. Keeping notes of successes and 
failures provides good pointers for better 
results this year. 

My successes include a great crop of 
carrots that had little damage from carrot 
root fly. This proves that 1 m walls of clear 
plastic do prevent the flying females from 
laying their eggs and ruining my carrot 
crop. 

Just four plants of yellow courgettes 
(T&M FI Hybrid ‘Soleil’) weren’t prolific 
enough for the kitchen and I must grow two 
or three green ones to boost total yields. 

Stringless 

They were completely unaffected by 
mildew, but perhaps they needed some 
extra feeding with Miracle-Gro Fruit & Veg¬ 
etable Plant Food. 

My climbing French beans, Sultana, 
proved worth their weight in gold. They 
cropped well during the warm weather of 
June and July producing mountains of 
long, tender and stringless pencil-podded 
beans. 

Only by the end of August were the pink- 
flowered runner beans Celebration produc¬ 
ing anything like the same amount. 

Family and neighbours agreed the 
French beans were the best they had 
tasted. They are on my seed list again this 
year, as will be butternut squash Cobnut 
that produced good winter squash that 
ripened and stored well. 


Japanese anemones make a great flower 
display in the autumn, but standard vari¬ 
eties grow to quite a size that is too big for 
most narrow flower beds. That’s why the 
compact variety Pretty Lady Diana’was a 
great addition in my garden. So too was 
Thompson & Morgan’s first-ever red rud- 
beckia, Cherry Brandy. 

Shrub discovery of 2010 was 
Loropetalum chinense Fire Dance. This rel¬ 
ative of the witch hazel is evergreen with 
plenty of small heart-shaped leaves plum 
red in colour that carry along its stems 
deep pink spidery flowers. It seems to 
bloom all summer through from March to 
October, although the textbooks will tell 
you it produces most blooms in spring. The 
books will also say it will grow to 1 - 2m 
tall, although my plant is spreading out¬ 
wards, rather than upwards, and makes a 
wonderful ground-hugging display. 

And on to the reverse side of the garden¬ 


ing coin - here are some of the ‘not so 
good’ results from 2010. All my sowings of 
rocket leaves were affected badly by flea 
beetle that drilled holes into every leaf, 
making all unsuitable for the salad bowl. 
Next year I will try to grow undamaged 
leaves in pots on the patio using Miracle- 
Gro All Purpose Compost. 

Purple sprouting broccoli this year was 
disappointing as the pigeons ate more of 
the crop than the family. That’s because 
the netting has developed holes over the 
years and must be replaced. Pests must be 
excluded totally if you are to get a half 
decent crop.

Warming to ways of 
cutting heating bills 


With the prospect of higher fuel 
costs ahead it is still possible to keep 
cosy on those dark, chilly days 
without breaking the bank 


FIRST the bad news: Homeowners 
across the UK are bracing themselves 
for costly heating bills - the legacy of 
the coldest December on record, fol¬ 
lowed by a hike in the VAT rate. 

And now the good news: The inside of 
your home does not have to resemble an 
igloo as you try to cut back on heating to 
save money. 

NHBC, the leading home warranty and 
insurance provider for new homes in the 
UK, offers advice on how you can prepare 
your home for the chilly days still ahead and 
enjoy a toasty warm home while keeping 
costs down. 

• Insulating your home is key. New 
homes are built to higher insulation stan¬ 
dards and have more efficient heating 
systems which are kinder to the environ¬ 
ment and mean lower heating bills. 

However, if your home is older, it’s important 
to insulate where possible - double glazing, 
loft and cavity wall insulation are all good 


ways of trapping warmth in the 
home. Lined curtains at the 
windows and also on front and 
back doors reduce drafts and 
keep heat in. 

• One of the most obvious and 
easiest ways you can cut your fuel 
bill is to turn the temperature 
down, (ideally keep temperatures 
between 21 and 24 degrees centi¬ 
grade though) however, reducing 
the temperature by 1 oC could 
reduce your heating costs by 10 
per cent.

It’s important to insulate where possible 


• Heating system - it is important that 
all gas boilers are serviced once a year, so 
find out when your boiler was last checked. 
Contact a Gas Safe certified installer (Gas 
Safe Register replaced the CORGI gas reg¬ 
ister in 2009) to carry out an annual check 
and to make sure you are getting the most 
from your heating system. 


• Radiators - are they cold at 
the top but hot at the bottom? If 
so, the likely cause is trapped air, 
which should be released using 
the valve at the top of the radia¬ 
tor. Also, leave radiators and 
heaters uncovered - most heat 
comes from the top of a radiator 
so let them work as efficiently as 
possible. 

• Keep doors closed. It is 
important to isolate the warm air 
in your rooms by keeping internal 
doors shut whenever possible - 
especially if they open onto areas 
like the hallways which have 
outside doors that can create a 
‘cold zone’. 


• Shut your curtains - it may not seem 
like a big step but air trapped between the 
curtains and windows will act as a buffer 
between cool window panes and the 
warmth of the room, saving money on your 
heating bill. 

• Be energy aware - remember to 
switch lights off when you leave a room. 
Turn off the heating if you open your 
windows and avoid using the stand-by 
option on electrical appliances. 

• Use low energy light bulbs - switch 
from conventional light bulbs to low energy 
ones. Although they might seem a bit 
pricey they will save money in the long run 
because they use less electricity and could 
last up to 12 times longer. 

• Choose the right size pan for the food 
and cooker and keep the lids on when 
cooking - you’ll reduce cooking time and 
the energy used.

For 
filling, drain tins of salmon and break into 
chunks and place in a bowl with mayon¬ 
naise, lemon juice, chives and seasoning 
and gently combine together.

Ingredients: 1 
tbsp olive oil, 3 sticks celery, chopped, 4 
rashers lean smoked bacon, chopped, 1 
large onion, chopped, 432g can baked 
beans, 432g can pinto beans, drained and 
rinsed, 300g can frankfurters, drained and 
thickly sliced, 400g can cherry tomatoes, 2 
tsp tomato puree, 1 tbsp Worcestershire 
sauce, salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
175g (6 oz) pi flour, V 2 tsp salt, 1 level tea¬ 
spoon baking powder, V 2 tsp bicarbonate of 
soda, 115g (4 oz) corn meal or fine semolina, 
225ml (8 floz) natural yoghurt, 2 large eggs, 
beaten, 3 tsp melted butter, 200g can 
sweetcorn, drained, 2 tsp Tabasco sauce, 
85g (3 oz) mature Cheddar cheese, grated. 

Method: In saucepan, heat oil and fry 
celery, bacon and onion until lightly 
coloured. Add beans, frankfurters, cherry 
tomatoes, tomato puree and Worcestershire 
sauce to pan and stir together well. Bring to 
boil and simmer gently for 10 minutes. 
Season with salt and plenty of freshly 
ground black pepper. Preheat the oven to 
Gas Mark 6, 200C, 400F. Stir together flour, 
salt, baking powder and bicarbonate of 


soda in large mixing bowl. Stir in semolina 
or cornmeal and set to one side. In smaller 
bowl, beat together yoghurt, milk, eggs, 
melted butter, sweetcorn and Tabasco 
sauce. Stir this into lour mixture briefly, 
taking care not to over-mix. Transfer cooked 
beans into a 2 litre (3 14 pint) shallow oven¬ 
proof dish. Using dessertspoon, spoon 
dumpling mixture evenly overtop of beans 
covering most of surface. Scatter over 
cheese and bake in preheated oven for 15- 
20 minutes or until the dumplings have 

risen and are golden brown 

Apple Pancakes with 

Toffee and Custard 

This indulgent treat is perfect for those 
with a sweet tooth.10 minutes to prepare 
and cook. Serves 
4. 

Ingredients: 

395g can apple 
pie filling, 425g 
can custard, 250g 
plain flour, 4 
medium eggs, 

650ml semi- 
skimmed milk, 5 
Devonshire 
toffees cut into chunks, 75g caster sugar, 2 
tbsp Calvados, pinch of salt, sunflower oil to 
fry 

Method: To make pancakes, sift flour into 
large bowl with pinch of salt. Make well in 
centre and add eggs and little of milk. Whisk 
together until well mixed. Whisking contin¬ 
uously, add remaining milk, sugar and Cal¬ 
vados. Heat 25cm non-stick frying pan and 
lightly oil base. Add enough batter into hot 
pan to cover base. Heat for 45-55 seconds 
on each side, until golden. Keep pancakes 
warm. Pour apple filling into pan, add toffee. 
Heat gently until just simmering but not 
boiling. Pour custard into small pan and 
heat gently for 2-3 minutes until just sim¬ 
mering. Spoon custard onto half pancake 
and top with apple filling. Fold pancake over 
and serve.

Initiatives such as CCTV installation on buses, and spot checks with 
inspectors and West Midlands Police has led to a 54.5% reduction in crime 
on and around the region’s bus network over the last three years.
